1. (Amended) A magnetic recording medium comprising a lower non- 
magnetic layer containing at least a carbon black and a radiation curing binder resin on 
a non-magnetic support and an upper magnetic layer having a thickness of 0.30 urn or 
less on the lower non-magnetic layer, wherein the upper magnetic layer contains at 
least a ferromagnetic powder, a binder resin, and an abrasive having a Mohs hardness 
of 6 or higher and a smaller average particle size than the thickness of the upper 
magnetic layer. 



5. (Amended) The magnetic recording medium according to claim 1, 
wherein the abrasive contains two or more abrasives which have different average 
particle sizes to each other.
